In this notice the following re- 
quest is made: “In view of the fact that twenty-eight 
men and one officer of the Naval forces of the United 
States have already offered up their lives in the de- 
fence of their country, it is requested that when you 
make your prayer that these men will be remem- 
bered.”

We would call your atte ntion to the appeal of the 
Knights of Columbus in this issue.

with automobiles to go from one building to the other, 
which are scattered over about six square miles. The 
Knights have only one secretary and one assistant 
secretary in charge of their buildings, and thev are 
not provided with ‘machines.
